LONDON". Jan. 31.—A proposal that 


the allies make peace •with the Soviet 
before they attempt to trade with Rus- 
sia, and the declaration tuat Roumania 
will not fight the Russian Bolsheviki, 
except defensively, were made today 
by General Yaltoriano, premier of 
Roumania. 


" I think we would be getting the 


cart before ihe horse if we try to 
trade with Russia without first mak- 
ing peace," said the premier. 
"Nico- 


lai Lenine ond Leon Trotsky are in 
power at Moscow and it is not our 
business to attempt to dictate internal 
Russian policies. 


"Roumanra will not invade Rue* 


eta. 
We will not fight the Bol- 


sheviki except defensively. 
Rou- 


mania does not fear Bolshevism. 
We have combatted it with in- 
ternal 
reforms. 
Only the na- 


tions who 'have not made inter- 
nal reforms need fear Bolshevism. 
"I believe the larger nations should 


take the lead in dealing with Russia. 


"The chief world problem today is 


for the larger nations to restore their 
economic situation, then the smaller 
nations will naturally fall in line. It 
is essential to get the world's goods 
circulating in all nations and peace 
with Russia would help this." 


Asked if he thot the 
European 


nations that are asking the 'United 
States for help should not first balance 
their ledgers and quit spending more 
than their 
income, the 
Roumanian 


premier replied: 


"That is what they are trying to do. 


When that is accomplished, they will 
not need help from anyone. But. as 
to the existing debits, a mortization 
should be declared so as to give the 
nations an opportunity to recuperate 


" and pay off their debts in. installments 


over a long period. 


"Regarding the exchanges 
there 


should be some plan of reciprocity. If 
America withholds her help until all 
the other nations are getting along 
normally those nations will naiurally 
drive harder bargains with the Uni- 
ted States. 
As a business proposi- 


tion America should help the Euro- 
pean states now, for they will be able 
to realize larger and assured profits 
later on. Only in a Europe which is 
economically strong can America, in 
the future, hope to realize her awn 
necessary commercial development-
